The facts in the case regarding the tim­ 
ber and the timber thieves are briefly 
these- in several of the Territories, in 
Montana especially, are enormously large 
forests upon the land yet owned by the 
government. For some time past specula­ 
tors have settled upon the land, have built 
large saw mills thereon, have stolen the 
timber, 
manufactured 
it 
into 
salable 
lumber, 
and 
have 
sold It at a large profit. Others have gone 
upon the lands and adapting a scheme of 
wholesale robbi-ry, have taken many thou­ 
sands of cords of wood off the lands. What 
the Department of Interior has done is I 
simply to name a price for the vast amount 
of timber sa stolen, and to demand pay for 
it. It has gone upon the theory that the 
Government has a right to protect its own 
property, and to punish adventurers tor 
stealing. There are complaints concern* 
jng the price the Secretary has placed upon 
the wood, which is one dollar per cord. 
If wood is worth stealing at all, it seems, 
that this price is not extravagant and cannot 
be burdensome to the thieves. The agent 
Of tho Interior Department at Montana, 
Mr. Nolan, writes that no interest—except 
that oi skilling—has suffered in the Terri- I 
tory since the Government undertook to 
j 
break up the timber depredations. 
The 
large saw mill men who 
have grown 
somewhat wealthy off the Government, 
complain bitterly of oppression and all 
that, and a goodly number has suspended* 
but aside lr<mii these cases the check to the 
robbery has had a salutary effect. 
In debating this question in the Senate, 
Maine aud Massachusetts became logger­ 
heads again. An exhibition of this personal 
rancor in the United States Senate, is very 
much out of place. Of course Blaine has 
a grudge against Schurz, and nothing the 
latter can do will gain the good will or the 
support of the former. In regard to the 
timber question, there is no doubt Mr.

ABOUT RESUMPTION. 
Judging by the temper in Congress, there 
is no danger of the anti-resutnption bill be­ 
coming a law. Should it possibly pass the 
Senate, the President will stamp it with 
his veto, and in that case it will be impos­ 
sible to pass It over his vet»in the House. 
We believe the interests of the couotry de­ 
mand that the Resumption act shall go in­ 
to cfi* st Dext January. To repeal the law 
Will bj to lose all that we have gained by 
remonetization. The result of postponing 
resumption is plain. Greenbacks not be­ 
ing redeemable in any kind of coin 
will naturally fall as much below silver as 
they would be below gold had not silver 
been restored. Silver eau be had in com­ 
parative abundance, and gold is scarce, 
and in the absence of silver coin, is arti­ 
ficially dear. One object in restoring sil­ 
ver is to furnish the country with a metal­ 
lic monoy in such quantity as will render 
resumption practicable, which is hardly 
possible with gold alone. Now that we 
have 
both 
gold 
and silver, let us 
resume 
that 
they 
may 
be 
restored to their equivalent values,and that 
they may with our paper enter into the 
common circulation of the country. 
The 
three forms of money being in general and 
common circulation, the Government may 
issue and circulate its paper freely to the 
extent that It can take care of it, and re­ 
deem it with the silver or gold coin. In 
the same way, the silver being in abundant 
circulation, and the gold having lost its 
superior value and being in free U9e, the 
banks will be liable to issue their notes and 
keep them at par by redeeming them on 
demand. 


The Senate showed good sense on 
Wednesday when it passed a bill giving 
settlers on the public lands a quarter of a 
section when they shall have planted ten 
acres thereof in trees. Oa the great prai­ 
ries of Kansas and Nebraska, there la not 
sufficient interest taken in the question of 
planting trees. These Slates are sadly in 
need of timber both for fuel and shelter 
purposes, and by a little industry and dis 
cretion.the farmers in those Stites can 
have very valuable groves in the course of 
ten years. 


The official reports which have jnst been 
published, show that the Russian army 
during the late war with Turkey, captured 
29 pashas, 103.290 officers aud men, 1,263 
guns, 25,61)0 tents, 182,200 muskets, 42,000 
horses, besides a vast amount of ammuni­ 
tion and provisions. Such a remarkable 
victory for the Russians was hardly ex­ 
pected when the war began. But Russia 
is strong in resources and mighty in men, 
and in these respects had a great advantage 
over poor Turkey.

Anomer matter which the Committee 
will examine into is the way in which un­ 
necessary routes have been established and 
extended, as, for instance, the route from 
Mepilia, in New Mexico, to San Deigo, 
was started 6ome years ago with service 
once a week ai $45,000 per annum. It 
was then raised by ao order which was 
contrary to law to $100,000 per annum, 
with service of three limes a week.

another ordrr, again contrary to law, it was 
raised lo $333,333.33. Part of the service 
on this route, for which so large a sum is 
paid, is performed by a boy and a mule.

THE WHIGS OF ’34. 


H ew Hie N ational Republican* Wore 
Changed lalo ll biga. 
From tho Washington Chronicle. 
Among the reminiscences of the past 
history of political parties it may be of in­ 
terest to many of your readers at the pres­ 
ent day to understand in what way the sev­ 
eral parties existiug daring the Jailer part 
of the Administration ol Gen. Jackson, 
which were all opposed, but presenting a 
divided front, to the all-powerful Demo­ 
cratic party of that period, came to be con­ 
solidated under the name of the Whig par­ 
ty, which soon became a powerful anlago* 
nist to its formidable rival. 
Hiving observed upon the register oi 
Willard’s Hotel the name of Austin Bald­ 
win, of the City of New York, it has forc­ 
ibly brought to miod the period and the 
circumstances under 
which the 
name 
Whig was adopted by the various party 
organizations known as the National Re* 
publicans, Anti-Masonic, 
and Working­ 
men’s parties, and under which name they 
united and rallied as one party in opposi­ 
tion to the Administration of Gen. Jack* 
son. 
Mr. Baldwin, then a very young 
mao, had acquired great popularity as a 
public speaker and chairman of the Young 
Men’s General Committee, and, being a 
manufacturer, was considered especially 
the champion of the workingmen of the 
City of New York. 
Previous to the spring election in 1834 
a general meeting of those opposed to Gen 
Jackson’s Administration was held at the 
old “Masonic Hall,” at which the late Phil­ 
lip Hone, then Mayor of the City of New 
\ ork, presided. 
Austin Baldwin was the 
principal speaker, and, as the excitement 
at the time was very great, the hall was 
crowded to its utm ost capacity. 
In the address of Mr. Baldwin, be elo­ 
quently urged a return to obedience and 
respect for the Constitution and laws in 
the administration of the general govern­ 
ment, and called upon the people to return 
to the ways and principles of the Whigs of 
“ ’76,” and instead of planting hickory 
poles, which were only an emblem of man- 
worsbip in the person of “Old Hickory,” 
which was then the pet name of the idol of 
the party, to again erect the real liberty* 
poles and dedicate them to the cause of 
the old Whig principles of ’76, and of 
constitutional liberty throughout the Un­ 
ion. 
The appeal was received with the ut­ 
most enthusiasm by the whole assemblage, 
and the chairman, Philip Hone, rose after 
the conclusion of Mr. Baldwin’s address, 
and

suggestions 
by 
an 
able 
speech, and urged 
their adoption by the united opposition to 
the Jackson party. And the idea of Mr. 
Baldwin was ably urged by Gen. James 
Watson Webb in the columns of the Cour­ 
ier and Enquirer, in the report published 
in that journal of the proceedings of this 
meeting. From that time the several ele­ 
ments opposed to the Administration ot 
Gen. Jackson were consolidated under the 
name of the Whig party throughout the 
Union .For a time there was an attempt 
to break the force of this movement by sa­ 
tire and ridicule, calling the new patty 
“Phil Hone Whigs,” etc.; but it was too 
strong to be overcome by any such means, 
and the name ot Whigs was received 
with 
enthusiasm 
all 
over 
the 
country; and Mr. Baldwin, following up 
his favorite ideas of the restoration of the 
principles and habits ot the Whigs of ’76, 
immediately, with the ald cl the Whigs of 
the Fourteenth Ward, in which he reside J, 
procured a lofty and elegant pole to be 
erected at the corner of Broadway and

HOW I KILLED A BEAS. 


BY OBA BLES DUDLEY WARKER. 
So mao? conflicting accounts have ap­ 
peared about my casual encounter with an 
Adirondack bear, last summer, that in jus­ 
tice to the public, to myself, and to the 
bear, it is necessary to make a plain state­ 
ment ot the tacts. Besides, it is so seldom 
I have occasion to kill a bear that the cele* 
bration cl the exploit may ba excused. 
Tne encounter was unpremeditated on 
both sides. I was not hunting for a bear, 
and I have no reason to suppose that a bear 
was looking for me. The fact is that we 
were both out blackberryiog, and met by 
chance, the usual way. There is among 
the Adirondack visitors always a| great 
deal ol conversation about bears, a general 
expression of the wish to see one in the 
woods, and mach speculation as to how a 
person woald act it he or she chanced to 
meet one. But bears are scarce and timid, 
and appear only to a favor" *, few. 
It was a warm day in August, just the 
tort of a day when an adventure of any 
kind seemed impossible. But it occurred 
to the housekeepers at our cottage—there 
were lour of them—to send me to the clear­ 
ing on the mountain back oi the house to 
pick blackberries, it was rather a series 
ot small clearings running up into the for­ 
est, much overgrown with bushes and 
briars, and not unromantic. Cows pas­ 
tured there, penetrating through the leafy 
passages from one opening to another, and 
browsing among the bushes. I was kindly 
furnished with a six-quart pail, and told 
not to be gone long. 
.Not irom any predatory instinct, but to 
•ave appearances, I took a gun. It adds to 
the manly aspect of a person with a tin 
pail if he also carries a gun. It was possi­ 
ble I might start up a partridge; though 
how I wa* to hit him lf he started np in­ 
stead of stauding bliil puzzled me. Many 
people use a snot gun lur partridges. I 
prefer the rifle; it makes a clean job of 
death, and does not prematurely st ut!' the 
bird with globules ol lead, The rifle was 
a Sharp’s carrying a ball cartridge, ten to 
the pound; an excellent weapon, belonging 
to a Ii lend of mine, who had Intended f«r 
a good many years back to kid a deer with 
it. He 
could hit a tree with it, it 
the wind did not blow and the atmosphere 
wae just right and the tree was not too far 
off, nearly every time ; of course the tree 
must have some size. Needless to say that 
I was at that time no sportsman. Tears 
ago I killed a robin uuder the most humil­ 
iating circumstances. The bird was in a 
low cut rry-tree ; I loaded a big shot-gun 
pretty full, crept up under the tree, rested 
the gun on the fence, with the muzzle more 
than ten feet from the bird, shut both eyes 
ana pulled the trigger. 
When I got up to 
see what had happened the robin was scat­ 
tered about under the tree in more than a 
thousand pieces, no one of which was big 
enough to enable a naturalist to decide from 
it to what species it belonged. This dis­ 
gusted me with the lite of a sportsman. I 
mention the incident to show that, al­ 
though I went blackberrying armed, there 
was not much inequality between me and 
the bear. 
In this blackberry patch bears had been 
teen. 
The summer before our colored 
cook, accompanied by a little girl of the 
Vicinage, was picking berries there one 
day, when a bear cgme out of the woods 
and walked toward them. The girl took to 
her heels and escaped. 
Aunt Chloe was 
paralyzed with terror. Instead of attempt­ 
ing to run, she sat down on the ground 
where she was standing, and began to weep 
and scream, giving herself up for lost. The 
bear was bewiidred by this conduct. 
He 
approached and looked at h er; he walked 
around and surveyed her. Probably he had 
never seen a colored person before, and 
did not know whether she would agree 
with 
him. 
;A t 
any 
rate, 
atter 
watching her a few moments he turned 
about and went into the forest. This is an 
authentic instance of the delicate constitu* 
lion of a bear, and is much more remark­ 
able than the forbearance toward the Af­ 
rican slave of the well-known lion, because 
the bear had no thorn in his foot. 
When I climbed the hill, I set up my 
rifle against a tree and began picking ber­ 
ries, lured on from bush to bush by the 
black gleam of iruit that always promises 
more in the distance than it realizes when 
you reach it; penetrating farther and far­ 
ther, through 
leal-shaded 
cow-pat ha 
decked with sunlight, into clearing alter 
clearing. I could hoar on all sides the tin­ 
kle ol bells, the cracking c f sticks, and 
- the {stamping 
of 
cattle 
that 
were 
taking retune in the 
thicket 
from 
the flies. Occasionally, as I broke through 
a covert, I encountered a meek cow, who 
stared at me stupidly for a second and then 
shambled off into the brush ; I became ac­ 
customed to this dumb society, and picked 
on in silence, attributing ail the wood-noise 
to the cattle, thinking nothing of any real 
bear. In point of fact, however, I was 
thinking all the time of a nice romantic 
bear, and. as I picked, was composing a 
story of a generous she bear who had lost 
ber cub, sud who seized a small girl in 
this very wood, carried her off tenderly 
to her cave, and brought ber up on bear's 
milk and honey. When the girl got big 
enough to run away, moved by her inher­ 
ited instincts, she escaped and came into 
the valley to her father a house (this part 
of the story was to be worked out, so that 
the child would know her father by some 
family resemblance, and have some lan­ 
guage in which to address him, and told 
him where the bear was. 
The lather took 
his gun, and guided by 
his unfeeling 
daughter, went into the woods and shot the 
bear, who never made any rexistence, and 
only When dying, turned reproachful eyes 
upon her murderer. The moral of tho tale 
was to be kindness to animals. 
I wae in the midst of this tale when I 
happened to look some rods away to the 
other edge of the clearing, and there was a 
bear! He was standing on his hind legs 
and doing just what I was doing—picking I 
blackberries. 
With one paw he bent I 
down the bush, while with the other h e' 
pawed the berries into bls mouth green ones I 
and all. To say that I was astonished is! 
inside the mark. 
I suddenly discovered 
that I didn’t want to see a bear after all. 
At about thiseame moment the bear saw 
me, stopped cating berries, and regarded 
me with a glad surprise. 
It if all very 
well to imagine what you would do uuder 
such 
circumstances. 
Probably 
you 
wouidn ido it; I didn’t. The bear dropped 
down on four feet, and came slowly to­ 
ward me. Climbing a tree was of no use 
with so good a climber in the rear; if I 
Marted to run, I had no doubt the bear 
would give chase, and, although a bear 
cannot run downhill as last as he can run 
uphill, yet i felt that he could get over 
this rough, brush tangled ground faster 
than I could. 
The bear was approaching. It suddenly 
occurred to me how I could divert his 
mind until I 
could fall 
back 
upon 
my military base. My pail was nearly full I 
of excellent berries—much better than 
the bear 
could pick himself. 
I put 
the pail on the ground and slowly backed I 
away lrom it, keeping my eye, as beast- I 


bear crashing through the bi ush after mc. 
Euragcd at my duplicity, he was now com­ 
ing on with bkH*d in his eye. I felt that 
the time of one of us was probably short. 
The rapidity of thought at such momenta 
of peril is well known. I thought an oc­ 
tavo volume, bad it illustrated and pub­ 
lished, sold 50,000 copies, and went to Eu­ 
rope on the proceeds, while that bear was 
loping across the clearing. As I was cock­ 
ing my gun, I made a nasty and unsatis­ 
factory review of my whole life. I noted 
that even in such a compulsory review it 
is almost impossible to think of any good 
thing you have done. The sins comes out 
uncommonly strong. I recollected a news­ 
paper subscription I had delayed pay- 
mg, years and years ago, until both ed­ 
itor and 
newspaper were dead ; and 
which now never could be paid to all eter­ 
nity. 
The bear was coming on. 
I tried to remember what I bad read 
about encounters with bears. I couldn’t 
recall au instance where a mao had roo 
away from a bear in the woods and es­ 
caped, although I recalled plenty where 
the bear bad run from the mao and got off. 
I tried to think what is the best way to 
kill a bear with a gun, when you are not 
near enough to club him with the stock. 
My first thought was to tire at his bead, to 
plant the ball between his eyes ; but this is 
a dangerous experimeat. 
The 
bear’s 
brain is very small, and, unless you hit 
that 
the 
bear 
does 
not 
mind 
a 
bullet in his head—that is, not at the time. 
I remembered thai the instant death of the 
bear would follow a bullet planted just back 
of his fore leg aud sent into his heart. 
This spot is also difficult to reach unless 
the bear stands cli side toward you, like a 
tiger. I finally determined to fire at him 
generally. 
The bear was coming on. 
The contest seemed to me very different 
from anything at Creedmor. I had care­ 
fully read the reports oi the shooting there, 
bul it was not ea*y to apply the experience 
I had thus acquired. I hesitated whether 
I had belter tire lying on my stomach, or 
lying on my back and resting the gun on 
my toes. But in neither position, I rifleet­ 
ed, could I sec the bear until lie was upon 
me. The range was too short, and the bear 
wouldn't wait lor me to examine the ther­ 
mometer and note the direction of the wind. 
Trial of the Creedmoru method, therefore, 
had to be abandoned ; and I bitterly re­ 
gretted that I had not read more accounts 
of off-hand shooting. 
For the bear was coming on. 
I tried to fix my last thoughts upon my 
family. As my Lindy was small, this was 
not difficult. Dread of displeasing my wife 
or hurting her feelings was uppermost in 
my mind. What would be her anxiety as 
hour after hour passed on and I did not re­ 
turn ! What would the rest of the house­ 
hold think as the afternoon passed and no 
blackberries came. 
What would be her 
mortificition when the news was brought 
that ber husband had been eaten up by a 
bear ? I cannot imagine anything more 
ignominious than to have a husband oaten 
by a bear! And this was not my only anx­ 
iety. The mind at such times is not under 
control. With the gravest liars tho most 
whimsical Ideas will occur. I looked be­ 
yond the mourning friends and thought 
what kin I of an epitaph they would be 
compelled to put upon the stone. Some­ 
thing like this;
